The Burning of the Panola Cetton 
Malls. 

We have full particulars of the burning 

of Colonel R. M. Clarke’s Panola cotton

After going ashort distance, he took a 
revolver from his pocket and fired three 
shots at himself, two of which took effect, 
one entering the breast near the heart, and 
passing entirely through his body, the other 
in the side above the hip, the third shot 
missed. Sharpe was found a few minutes 
after bathed in blood. He was carried toa 
house where he now liesat the point ot death. 
although fully conscious of all that is 
transpiring. He says that he does not wish 
to see the young lady now, but that she can 
gaze upon him after death, if she feels so 
inclined; that he committed the deed 
through leve for her, and that he was sorry 
the shuts did not prove fatal at once. Father 
Hilderman administered the last rites of 
the church to Sharpe this afternoon.

Mr. Pilsbury it seems had been 
in the habit of trading with Mr. Hagan, and 
his being at the store was not.c@nsidered 
an unusual thing. Drs. Olmstead and Lee 
had Mr. Pilsbury removed—-to the Collier 
House, when antidotes were given him, 
and on last evening the reporter saw him 
at the Air Line house, on Pryor street. He 
had almost recovered from the effects of 
the poison and complained of feeling very 
sick. Mr. Pilsbury is, we believe, a Caro- 
linian, but for years past has been a resi- 
dent of Albany. 

The cause of this rash action, seems to 
have arisen from the fact that Mr. Pilsbury 
is depressed in spirits having no money or 
employment and having a mother and two 
sisters dependant upon him. He fora long 
time was the collecting agent of the Atlan- 
ta Independent, but some months since lost 
his situation, and has since then been un- 
employed and without a sufficiency of 
money to procure the necessaries for his 
mother and sisters. 

Shortly before he was found by Mr. Ha- 
gan in a helpless condition, he remarked to 
that gentlemen that he wished thet he had 
$1,000. Mr. Hagan remarked to Mr. Pils- 
bury that he had seen him with some 
money in his hand. Mr. Pilsbury an- 
swered that it was only $5, and that the 
sum was a mere drop in the bucket to the 
amount that he absolutely needed, 

He appeared to bé quite distressed in 
spirits and feeling disconsolate at his finan- 
cial condition. The conversation after- 
wards turned upon the suicide of Lieuten- 
ant McCawley, and Mr. Hagan returned to 
his business, some customers having come 
in during the progress of the conversation.

HOW PARDONS ARE WORKED UP. 


A Daring Fergery Practiced on the 
Governor. 

Sonre time ago a man by the name of 

Brown murdered’a man named Jenkins, in 

Cobb county. He was tried for it, found 


guilty and sentenced to be hung. Before 
the day fixed for him to hang there was 
around Marietta quite a sentiment worked 
up in his favor, and.a strong petition sent 
to the governor asking that Brown be par- 
doned or have his sentence commuted. A 
strong case was made out by the petition, 
and to add to it an affidavit purporting to 
be signed by Jesse Jenkins and his wife, 
the father and mother of the murdered 
man, was presented to Governor Colquitt. 
Jesse Jenkins is a poor, but hard working 
man, who lives in Milton county. He says 
that two men (he has their names) came to 
his house the day before Brown was to be 
hung and importuned them to sign an affi- 
davit. 

Jenkins and his wife both refused,and the 
two men left, The next Jenkins heard was 
that Brown’s sentence was commuted, and 
on the ground that he had asked, based on 
facts set forth in an affidavit that was en- 
tirely satisfactory to the governor: Jenkins, 
of course, felt very{much aggrieved when he 
heard of it, but went quietly to work to t 
and trace up the parties who forged his 
name to the affidavit. He has succeeded 
wonderfully wel!, if what he says is true, 
and he has found out additional facts about 
Brown. Hesays that Brown is going under 
an assumed name; that he came from Penn- 
sylvania, and has rich relatives there: that 
they were quietly notified of hissentence and 
sent money to Marietta, and the money was 
used adroitly to make a stir in favor of 
Brown, and that they went so far as to pay 
fifty dollars to have his wife’s name and his 
son signed to the affidavit. He has gather- 
ed this testimony, and will go before the 


and more sinister. Mockeries of this sort 

have done much to bring us down to our 

present condition. Those who have prac- 

ticed them, instead of trying to strengthen 

the party with recruits, baye labored to 

drive out of it all whom they regard as 

their rivals for place. Their zeal is all 

spent in strife with the republicans who are 

not of their set; none of it is exercised 
against the democrats. If these persons 
get control of the proposed organization, it 
willcome to naught. In the election of 
1876, about 50,000 votes were returned in 
Georgia for the Hayes electors. 

With a vigorous organization, good can- 
didates, and tolerable freedom and fairness 
in the preparatory canvass and in the elec- 
tion, at least 30,000 would be added to that 
vote. if thé republicans will exert them- 
selves properly these 80,000 voters will have 
representation in Atlanta and in Washing- 
ton, or the democratic party of Georgia will 
stand before the country convicted of prac- 
tically disfranchising two-fifths of the legal 
voters of the state. I speak less advisedly 
about southern states than about Georgia. 
I believe that in stx of them the majority 
of the voters are in heart republican, and in 
a fair election, after a fair canvass, would 
cast republican votes. In these states, how- 
ever, as in Georgia, the question of race still 
determines the politics of most of the 
white citizens, and arrays them in fierce 
and unreasoning Opposition to the republi- 
can party. Say what he may when speak- 
ing foreffect at the north, whenever you 
thoroughly probe a sincere southern demo- 
crat, you will find that the principal ingre- 
dient in his politics is hatred of the equal 
rights of the negro. He may complain of 
particular acts of the republican party; he 
may talk of state rights; he may assert 
some wild doctrine in finance; but his no- 
tions on these subjecus have not made him 
a democrat. He is in the democratic party 
because it has opposed, and he is against 
the republican party because it has favored, 
the equal rights of the negro. All other 
considerations are secondary in weight to 
this. He may be friendly to the negro in 
many ways, but he hates the negro asa force 
in politi.s, and he hates the party 
Which has entitled the negro to be a force 
in politics. In this feeling lies the real 
power of the democratic party. It is the 
spring of the fraud and violence which the 
republicans so often encounter if they make 
a serious contest anywhere in the south. [t 
is weaker than it was ten years azo, but it 
is still of controlling strength. It is unjust, 
it is senseless, it is inconsistent with the 
present formal professions of the demo- 
cratic party and with the fundamental 
law of the United States and of every 
state; it tends to. alienation  be- 
tween the races and bet ween 
different sections of the country; it repels 
immigration; it depresses enterprise and 
retards our advance in prosperity. The 
stronger this feeling is, the greater .is the 
need of a counter-active force, but the more 
difficult is the task of the party that fur- 
nishes that force. Someof the republicans 
are inclined to abandon the task as hope- 
less. Besides its intrinsie difficulty, they 
complain that they do not receive encour- 
agement and sympathy from the northern 
republicans and from the administration at 
Washington. Perhaps this compleint is 
prompted by po disappoint- 
met ; but i it were well 
founded, the fact would furnish no suffi- 
cient reason for inaetivity here. There are 
plenty of reasons, local to the south, for 
maintaining a republican party here, inde- 
pendently of the broader view which we 
should take as citizens of the United States. 
if we persevere, I believe we shall finally 
bring the better portion of the democratie 
party to actwith us, Nothing is more cer- 
tain than that the south will lag behind the 
rest of the country in prosperity until she 
adopts in good faith the leading ideas of the 
republican party.

waste-basket of Mr. F. Wood’s ways and 
means committee. The subject had 
been widely discussed before, but 
the arguments used were’ such as to 
arouse and invite the opposition of the 
protection organs and to enable the Phil- 
adelphia apothecaries to take advantage 
of the situation. The first article in Tue 
Constitution was not only designedly 
aggressive, but placed the question alto- 
gether out of reach of the ordinary parti- 
gan treatment of the protectionists, and 
its earnestness was so undisguised that 
the always genial humorist of our es- 
teemed contemporary, the New York 
Times, under the pretense of alluding to 
usas ‘inflamed editors,” devoted acolumn 
to the subject, and gave a serious turn to 
his amusing persfliage by warmly in- 
dorsing the conclusions of Tre Constitu- 
rion. Whereupon, the entire press of 
the country, with but few exceptions, 
took the matter in hand, and the result 
is that congress has been compelled by 
an almost overwhelming public senti- 
ment to wipe this iniquitious class leg- 
islation from the statute book. and place 
quinine upon the free list. It is amazing, 
even now, after the fight has been suc- 
cessfully made, that any diseussion should 
have been necessary to induce the rep- 
resentatives of the people to put 
the seal of their condemnation 
upon this most infamous blood-tax, 
and it is more amazing to reflect that the 
law should have been allowed to remain 
upon the statute book until the quinine 
professors of Philadelphia accumulated 
vast fortunes, every dollar of which was 
wrung from destitution, disease and 
death. But so it was, and the best we 
can do is to hope that no subsequent con- 
gress will ever become corrupt enough to 
give asyndicate of apothecaries license to 
rob and oppress the sick and dying of the 
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country. 

In the circular of Rosengarten & Sons, 
to which we alluded some time.ago, it is 
stated that the American manufacturers 
will be compelled to close their laborato- 
ries in the event that the duty on qui- 
nine is removed. This statement, which 
is made without qualification, will now 
be put to the test. We shall not be sorry 
to see these men pushed to the wall and 
driven out of the trade. They have lob- 
bied for and clung to the blood-tax with 
shameless pertinacity that 
any losses they may suffer here- 
after will excite no sympathy 
from the public. They have been made 
millionaires by congressional infamy, and 
if congressional honesty and _ justice 
makes them paupers, certainly they 
are the last ones that should make any 
‘complaint. Ifthe Philadelphia apothe- 
cariescannot compete with manufacturers 
who are compelled to transport their 
quinine across the ocean, then the sooner 
they close theirlaboratories the better for 
them and’for the people. 

In this connection, however, we desire 
to put on record a prediction. The 
quinine professors will not only not close 
their concerns, but in the event they 
cannot eombine with the foreign 
manufacturers to keep the _ price 
at the present figures, they 
will proceed to undersell all competitors, 
and still make money.

“Mr. Stephens—Mr. Bell, you speak of 
Dahlonega as in the central part of the chief 
gold region of the state; will you give the 
committ2e as a historical fact, the origin of 
that name? 

‘Mr. Bell—Dahlonega is the Indian name 
of gold.” 

“Mr. Stephens—Yes, or rather the exact 
origin, 1 believe, is this: The Indians in 
broken English called gold ‘dolla-nega.’ 
‘Nega’ was the Indian for yellow, and gold 
they called ‘yellew dollar,’ or ‘dolla yel- 
low,’ putting the adjective after the noun, 
as they did. This put into English is now 
written ‘Dahlonega.’ ”’ 

I know that Mr. Stephens will not object 
to have this matter set right, especially by 
one who had the honor, or the accident, to 
be Peanmin Dahlonega before the red man 
left the place he had named. ) The writer of 
this has often heard the word pronounced 
by the natives, and heard their definition of 
it. The first time the word occurs in any 
of our statutes it is printed thus: ‘‘Tahlon- 
ega.’’ Since 1833 it has been spelled with a 
“DPD” instead of a ‘“T.”’ The word ‘Dahlon- 
ega,’’ in the Indian dialect, refers to noth- 
ing but color, to-wit: yellow or golden col- 
or. The Cherokee word for dollar, or 
money, is “taler,’’} not ‘nega.’”’ If the In- 
dian wished to say a gold dollar it would 
be “tahlonega taler;’’ a silver dollar, 
he would say ‘‘unaca taler,’’ or white dol- 
lar; one dollar, ‘“‘soqua taler;’’ two dollars, 
‘‘tallee taler;”’ a yellow cow would be ‘‘Tah- 
lonega walka,” and soon. I have spelled 
the words as much like the Indians them- 
selves pronounce them as possible. It 
seems that ‘dollar’ and ‘‘money”’ are sy- 
nonymous terms in the Cherokee language. 
Recently a Cherokee admiring my gold 
watch chain exclaimed, ‘‘tahlonega,’’ mean- 
ing it is yellow or golden. The word em- 
braces also the idea of somethine beau- 
tiful or valuable. It was the Cherokees 
who informed DeSoto's men that there was 
“Tahlonega about thirty miles north of 
them.’’ Who it was that imposed pyrites 
on the adventurers for gold is not definitely 
known, as salting gold mines was an ari 
unknown to the Cherokees. So let it be 
known for all time that Dahlonega is the 
Cherokee for golden color. 

The beautiful falls of the Amicalola are 
located about fourteen miles west of Dah- 
lonega. Ami means water; calola means 
rolling—beautiful rolling water. 

A few years. before their removal! 
from upper Georgia the Indians were mak- 
ing rapid strides in the art of singing by 
note. ‘he singing-master was always wel- 
come among them, and the la-fa-sol-me, 
was everywhere heard in the land. Curis- 
tian missionaries had been among them for 
years, and their observance of the Sabbath 
was remarkable. They always preserved 
good order at their religious meetings. 
When it is remembered that this brave 
and intrepid tribe as far back as the bloody 
days of the revolution in 1776, allied them- 
selves with the rebels against the British 
yoke, and metand repulsed the English, 
who had marched with hostile Indians, sup-

His little print- 
ing Offjve must have been near Newtown (or 
New Echota), in Murray county, which was 
headquarters fora long time for these In- 
dians before their removal. Exactly how 
Seyuovah s compposing-stick, as printers call 
it, got to Dahlonega I don’t know. In 1845. 
when placed at the printer’s trade in the 
Dahlonega Times oilice, Sequoyah’s type- 
setters stick was given to the writer 
to begin the trade with It was 
8 left-handed . stick, the only ane

much inconvenience. Jt was made entirely 
of wood, One day“a journeyman ‘“‘fell out 
and |] was given a metalic stick, with which 
I finally acquired a knowledge of the art 
pensngeeain, of arta. Tu this day, however, 
have never learned whether my i: medi- 
ate predecessor, Sequoyah,'set up his type 
lines from left to right, or from righs te 
left, or, like the Chinese, from top te bor- 
tom, or from bottom to top, or whether he 
putthe adjectives befure the nouns. He 
certainly used a left-handed printer’s stick,

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if notall, the machinery used now in the 
mines is turned outin Atlanta.

I call it barrel-pipe 
because I deem it absurd to take a hole and 
build a tube around it out of staves, Bed 
rock tluming—this is anew feature in Geor- 
gia mining. Ked-rack is a California techni- 
cal mining term, and means the solid fonn- 
dation on which the loose earth and gravel 
rest. Henge a bed-rock flame is a flume 
down in the bed-reck. The Mill mine, on 
Mill creek. near New Bridge, is the 
only attempt at this kind of mining that I 
know of in Georgia. If it is successful all 
the creeks and branches will be bed-rock 
fiumed, There is ng doubt about its being 
successful if it is worked proper, for the 
ereek is very rich. When the vast amount 
of lumber used for mining purposes is taken 
into consideration, it will be far in excess 
of the estimates of any one that bas not 
had experience in other mining countries.
